The Deja Voodoo Barbecues continue to grow. 

This December, four barbecues will take 
place in Toronto, Montreal, and Ottawa. 

They will all feature live performances by 
up to seven acts, free food for early arrivals, 
and a low admission price. 

December 9 and 10, the Siboney club in 
Toronto's Kensington Market area will feature 
sets by Deja Voodoo, the Gruesomes, Shadowy Men 
on a Shadowy Planet, EJ Brule, the Bagg Team, 
and House of Knives. Also making appearances one 
or both nights will be Toronto's UIC and a band 


to be named later. Tickets are $5 advance, $7 
at the door. This is a Garys Production. 
The next weekend, Deja Voodoo, the Grue- 


somes, Shadowy Men, EJ Brule, the Bagg Team, 
House of Knives, and other acts play In Montreal 
at the Salle St-Denis, site of the first-ever 
Deja Voodoo Barbecue, on Friday, December 16. 
Tickets are $4 advance, $5 day of the show. Beer 
is cheap, and gumbo will be served. 

Saturday, December 17, the barbecue moves to 
Ottawa. Voodoo, Gruesomes, Shadowy guys, EJ, the 
Bagg Team, House of Knives, and Fluid Waffle 
play Barrymore's, with tickets priced around $5. 

Last year, two barbecues in Toronto and Mon- 
treal drew over 2,000 fans. This year, Og hopes 
to Increase the draw, while making the shows 
even more action-packed. 

More details will be available closer to the 
dates of the show. 


New LPs due from Og 


Og Music has up to six releases planned this 
fall and winter. 

First up is an LP by» THE GRUESOMES, 
HEY! and due In October. 

Soon after, Cambridge's amazing sludgeabilly 
duo HOUSE OF KNIVES release a mini-LP, tenta- 
tively titled BEST CELLAR. House of Knives are 
known to Og fans from their appearances on the 
last two |1T CAME FROM CANADA comps. They've been 
described as "Like Deja Voodoo but punkier and 
wittier." 

in late November, Og will release a new com- 
pilation LP. Details are not confirmed at press 
time. The record might be Volume 5 In the high- 
ly-popular 1T CAME FROM CANADA series, or it may 
be something completely different. 

About the same time, Hamilton's ambassadors 
of tackiness the DIK VAN DYKES unleash their 
second LP. Word is this will be a concept album, 
featuring a remake of "Beachcombers" from IT 
CAME FROM CANADA 4, a song about Niagara Falls, 
and a sequel to "Teenage Gumby" called "Adult 
Gumby." 

Slated for early 1989 are albums by Toronto 
bands SHADOWY MEN ON A SHADOWY PLANET and the 
BAGG TEAM. Both bands have appeared twice on IT 
CAME FROM CANADAs. 

Shadowy Men have released five singles on 
the Jet-Pac label, including a soon-to-be- 
collector's-item packaged in popcorn. Their

echo-ladel guitar instrumentals have made them 
Canadian favourites, both on hip radio and a 
national live tour. 


The Supreme Bagg Team have released one 45, 
"Dad 'n' Lad," and are known for their frat- 
party-like live shows. One reviewer claimed lead 
singer Mike Sayk had "mastered the art of jump- 
Ing into the air without mastering the comple- 
mentary art of landing." 

In. a different area, Og will te doing its 
first distribution deal with Montreal's Main 
Street Records. The first Main Street release, a 
minI-LP by Too Many Cooks, will be carried by Og 
through its reqular distributors.

Deja Voodoo hop back onto the Greyhound for 
their 11th Canadian tour this fall, playing 
songs from their recent BIG PILE OF MUD album 
and other fun stuff. 

The tour starts with a show In Thunder Bay 
September 15, then moves on to Winnipeg (16), 
Regina (17), Edmonton (TBA), Calgary (21, 22), 
Prince George (24), Victoria (26 and maybe 25),

How a tiny label became a medium-sized label 


THE OG STORY 


Og Music was formed in April, 1983, by Ger- 
ard Van Herk and Tony Dewald of Deja Voodoo. Its 
first releases were cassettes by Deja Voodoo and 
Condition, followed by the "From Montreal..." EP 
in November, 1983. That EP, featuring seven 
songs by Deja Voodoo, Condition, the Terminal 
Sunglasses, and the American Devices, was one of 
the local records that helped set off the cur- 
rent boom in Montreal underground releases. 

Since then, Og has released music by over 30 
Canadian underground bands, including the very 
successful IT CAME FROM CANADA series. 

Og has also organized tours for its bands, 
and has run the ever-expanding Deja Voodoo 
barbecues the past three years. 

Og releases can generally be identified by 
their raw and bright (some would say messy and 
garish) covers, low recording budgets, and art- 
ists who fit the label's definition of "cool": 
taking some style of music and warping it until 
they make it their own. 

Og records have received airplay and great 
reviews. in 14 countries, but the label's 
strength Is still in Canada. Most Og records hit 
#1 on the national campus/community radio 
charts, and Og bands are live draws from coast 
to coast. 

Bands who have released material on Og: Deja 
Voodoo, the Gruesomes, the Dik Van Dykes, Termi- 
nal Sunglasses, Jerry Jerry & the Sons of Rhythm 
Orchestra, House of Knives, Shadowy Men on a 
Shadowy Planet, the Bagg Team, the Asexuals, 
Cowboy Junkies, Chris Houston, Ray Condo 4 his 
Hardrock Goners, UIC, Enigmas, My Dog Popper, 
Condition, the Ten Commandments, Mongols, Color 
Me Psycho, Fluid Waffle, Sons of the Desert, EJ 
Brule, Dusty Chaps, Calamity Janes, Undertakin’ 
Daddies, Dundrells, Zamboni Drivers, Electric 
Bananas, Guilt Parade, Maggot Fodder, Stingin' 
Hornets, Hell's Half Acre, the American Devices, 
Tongue 'n' Groove, the Dead Cats, and Salmon 
Breath. 

Og plans to release six to ten LPs in the 
next year, Including a new !T CAME FROM CANADA 
and more material by Deja Voodoo, Shadowy Men, 
and the Supreme Bagg Team. 
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Two of the coolest cats to tackle raw 
polyvinyl chloride are Tony Dewald and 
Gerald Van Herk, known collectively as 
Deja Voodoo. Van Herk, with droll, dry 
wit and deadpan intonation, provides the 
duo’s subtlely bonkers vocals, while De- 
wald adds basic primitive funk on skins. 
Couching their delta rockabilly with a 
layer of hyperspeed acoustic thrash and 
sandpapered distortion, Voodoo knows 
better than you how to decouple cou- 
plets and send rhyme meters on a 
crash- and-burn mission. Cool? A mu- 
tantly wicked combination of folk and 
acoustic guitar blues that’s rockabilly-and- 
roll, too, Deja Voodoo leaves all but the 
most pretentious snickering in their 
sneakers with oddball acoustic stomps 
and titles that include “Bugs for Christ- 
mas,” “Take Out the Trash,” and “Bo 
Diddley’s Cat.” Though they call this, their 
second album, Too Cool to Live, Too 
Smart to Die, it’s really too cool to live 
without.

Deja Voodo The Worst of 
This album is a collection of 24 songs, that 
were never released before. These songs 
cover the eclectic lifespan of Deja Voodoo 
over the last five years. You would have to 
be blind notto have seen the posters or deaf 
not to have heard Voodoo live or on the 
radio. I’ve seen them so many times I can’t 
remember. | like this band and their sense 
of humour. And their Worst is their best — 
go out and buy it now or else may the 
boogyman scare you out of your dreams.

e@ja Voodoo formed in Montreal in late 1981, 


and have since played over 300 shows in Canada, 
the US, and Europe, and released 5 LPs. 

Drummer Tony Dewald and gultarist/singer 
Gerard Van Herk call their music "Sludgeabilly," 
which they describe as a minimalist blend of 
blues, country, rockabilly, punk, and garage 
rock. Dewald plays without cymbals; Van Herk 
uses a four-string guitar. 

They are best-known for their sweaty live 
shows, attracting up to 1500 people as headiin- 
ers, and opening for acts like the Violent 
Femmes, Cramps, Camper Van Beethoven, Nick Cave, 
the Meat Puppets, DOA, and Jeffrey Lee Pierce. 

Aside from touring across Canada (ten times 
so far) and publishing their own newsletter (the 


Deja Voodoo Train), Deja Voodoo also run their 


own record label, Og. Music. Og has released 
material by nearly 30 Canadian groups,’ Including 
the band's LPs Cemetery, Swamp of Love, The 
Worst of Deja Voodoo, and their latest, Big Pile 
of Mud. 

In 1985, New York's Midnight Records 
released their Too Cool to Live, Too Smart to 
Die mini-LP. That record received airplay and 
great reviews In 11 countries from people like 
the BBC's John Peel, Spin's Andrea 'Enthal, and 
Sounds's Lindsay Hutton. The "House of Dr. 
Stimuli" video from that record was played 
across Canada and the US on MuchMusic and CNN. 
Their "White Sugar" video got airplay on 
Canada's MuchMusic and MusiquePlus networks. 

The band has since signed with Finland's 
Gaga Goodies label, and released a mini-LP and 
single over there. They have completed two par- 
tial tours of Finland, Sweden, and Greece, where 
3ig Pile of Mud is being released domestically.

The Gruesomes are Montreal's (hell, 
Canada's) premier 60s-punks- Their wild garage 
sound has made them one of Og's biggest bands. 

The Gruesomes formed In 1985, four teenagers 
ralsed on a steady diet of junk food, wild 60s 
records and the Flintstones. Their local club 
gigs soon attracted them a wide following. After 
appearing on 1985's IT CAME FROM CANADA LP, they 
started work on thelr own album. 

That record, TYRANTS OF TEEN TRASH, captured 
thelr raw garage spirit, and together with thelr 
rockin’ live show, catapulted them to semi- 
stardom. The band's played shows for up to 1,500 
people In Montreal and Toronto, and toured 
across Canada to full, appreciative houses. The 
record got rave reviews throughout Europe for 
its wild sound. 

Thelr second LP, GRUESOMANIA, picked up 
where TYRANTS left off, with if anything an even 


tougher, more R&B-I nf luenced sound. 
Stnger/guitarist Bobby Beaton, guitarist Gerry 
Alvarez, bassist John Davis, and new drummer 


John Knoll knock out 14 mostly-original songs. 


THE GRUESOMES 


In Toronto recently, they were joined for an 
on-stage jam by the Cult's lan Astbury, followed 
by a near-fatal car crash that left guitarist 
Gerry Alvarez with a back broken in three 
places. 

The Gruesomes are now in the studio record- 
ing thelr third LP, called "Hey!" A fall release 
Is scheduled. After that, the band will be tour- 
Ing Canada again.

{T CAME FROM CANADA began as a one-off LP pro- 
ject In late '85 to showcase a bunch of dif- 


ferent Og bands, and to use the massive 
international drawing power of Og superstars 
_ like Deja Voodoo and the Terminal Sunglasses 
to get people to dig such unknown groups as 
the Gruesomes and Ray Condo & his Hardrock 
Goners. 

Well, the whole thing just took off. Four vol- 
umes are now In print, and the flow shows no 
sign of abating. Seventeen of the IT CAME 
bands now have LPs of their own out, plus 
swarms of singles, EPs, and commercial ly~ 
available cassettes. 

Thirty-four different artists have contributed a 
total of 60 numbers to the series to date, 
and a short list of the styles covered would 
Include punk, rockabilly, blues, gospel, 
country, garage, psychedelic, sludgeabilly, 
frat-rock, trash-jazz, trash-punk, trash- 
garage, a cappella Instrument imitations, 
hardcore, guitar instrumentals, cowpunk, 
lounge jJazzbo beatnik, 50s rock, 80s pop, 
deathrock, and Improv acid-punk. 

Aside from being hip records with crummy cover 
art, the I1T CAME FROM CANADA series serves a 
couple of real purposes: it Introduces people 
to a bunch of new bands, reminds smal i-minded 
city stickers that there's hep stuff all 
across the country, gives single-minded col- 
lectors lesser-known tunes by better-known 
bands, lets 0g “road-test" new bands to gauge 
public response, and lets overseas types know 
that Canada's more than igloos and arena rock 


(you should see some of the letters we 
get...).

The BAGG TEAM, now known as The Supreme Bagg 
Team, are a Toronto five-plece "Vegas Garage" 
band, 60s-frat-influenced guitar stuff. 
They've released a 45, "Dad 'n' Lad," and are 
working on an LP for '89. (vols.

EJ BRULE Is Montreal's one-man rap/punk/mouth 
nolse satirist, kinda like If Bobby McFerrin 
sniffed glue.

Ottawa's CALAMITY JANES, around from '84 to ‘86,

The unfinished stuff |'ve heard at the 
studio sounds pretty good, though.../ike Grueso- 
mania! with more muscle. Bassist John Davis says 
it's heavier than the last one, with "a super 
cool front cover" and a photo of a big pile of 
junk on the back. As usual, at least one song 
will have stupid sound effects on It. 

The House of Knives mini-LP is also par- 
tially recorded right now. They've been getting 
way tougher and tighter live recently. Every 
time | see ‘em I'm amazed. So get the record 
when you see it. It's being produced by Dave 
from the Bagg Team, and | think Montreal semi- 
legend Del Picasso Is writing the liner notes. 

Speaking of the Bagg Team, it looks like 
they'll be doing their first big piece of vinyl 
on Og around February next year. Do we give you 
advance warning or what? Their "Dad 'n' Lad" 
45's. out now. 

The best Baggs song I've heard so far is 
"Crawlin' with Elvis," available on the What 
Wave “"Disgraceland" cassette. Lots of other good 
stuff on that cassette too, so keep an eye 
peeled for It. And the fanzine is one of maybe 
five In the wortd that's actually as rockin’ to 
read as good records are to hear. 

It looks like we've got Shadowy Men on a 
Shadowy Planet pinned down to do an LP, but 
they're gonna be too busy to record for a while. 
In the meantime, look for a British LP coilect- 
Ing all their 45 material to date, and watch out 
for that movie on the history of comics, which 
they soundtracked (is that a word?). Deja Voodoo 
ts doing a Montreal film launch party with them 
at Foufounes October 20, and the movie plays at 
the Cinema Egyptien as of the 21st. 

Large bad news for us these days: the Dik 
Van Dykes can't do the barbecues this year, 
"cause Dik's got exams 'n' all. But on the posi- 
tive side, they'll be playing Ottawa October 7 
and Montreal (Foufounes) October 8, so see ‘em 
then.

The legendary second Ray Condo album, Mondo 
Condo, has apparently cleared the last of its 
legal hurdles and should be out soon in France, 
on the same labe! that's talkin’ ‘bout doing 
Deja Voodoo and Gruesomes Greatest Hits on LP 
and CD, to be distributed by EMI. WOW! In other 
Ray news, we hear he's moving back to Montreal 
and picking up the band full-time. In related 
news, the Royal Canadian Maple Saps, the band 


featuring several Condo members, Is apparently 
packing It In. Well, win one, lose one. 

The Color Me Psycho LP, PRETEND |'M YOUR 
FATHER, is out now. It's a great-looking record. 
Sounds pretty good, too. | would have preferred 
more songs like "Black Corvair," but nobody IIis- 
tens to me. The Psychos launched the record, 
then broke up, | think. The LP's on Raging 
Records, a cool new label out of Calgary. 

Other I1T CAME FROM CANADA people doing stuff 
include EJ Brule (recording a live album in Mon- 
treal soon, go make noise and be preserved for 
posterity..-hey, has anyone else noticed that 
the guy who started the PCB fire in St-Basile 
looks just like EJ?), UIC (maybe recording some 
stuff with Gruesomes producer Pete Moss at the 
controls), Tongue 'n' Groove (semi-broken up), 
Ten Commandments (new, more 70s-oriented sound), 
and Jerry Jerry (more personnel changes, wotta 
surprise). : 


We might be starting to do stuff with 
non-Canadian bands in the future. We'll never 
turn into the kind of label that has two Cana- 
dian bands and a million domestic pressings of 
expensive big-name foreign bands that sell for 
too much money ‘cause they know they're still 
cheaper than the Import, Iike some people we 
could name, but there IS some great stuff out 
there that hardly gets here. 

We're talking with the people-from WHAT WAVE 


magazine about doing a compilation, mostly Cana- 


dian, of cool garage-type stuff. Yes, even more 
garage-like than our regular stuff. 

There's also a ton of really good stuff on 
Gaga Goodies, our Finnish label, that's almost 
completely unavai lable/expensive here (a Finnish 
LP costs about 17 bucks IN FINLAND). If you get 
a chance, check out the Dalkows, Jolly Jumpers, 
22 Pistepirkko, Teenage Kicks, and Electric Blue 
Peggy Sue & the Revolutionions From Mars. 

Another Import hepster | really dig is Ari- 
zona's Al Perry. He's got an album and EP's 
worth of cool sorta gonzo Jerry Jerry-Link: Wray 
alcohol biues garage country rock 'n' roll stuff 
Out In the US, and a new British album due soon. 
I'm hoping we can get him on Og, either via the 
What Wave thing or otherwise. 


Another Idea we're mulling over Is doing a 
few live albums. Deja Voodoo's way better Iive 
than on record (well, usually), so | guess we'd 
be a good choice, and |! can think of a lotta 
other Canadian bands who're either better or at 
least different live. Write and tell us who to 
do. 

With so many people putting out records 
these days, and many of them screwing up a lot, 
we thought it might be good to give record com- 
pany lessons or something. Maybe a one-day thing 
where we have a bunch of "experts" speak. | know 
they have things like that already, but nobody's 
ever willing to share their secrets, or their 
mailing lists. Write us If you're interested. 

This year's Montreal BBQ Is_ back in the 
church basement on Laurier, site of the original 
barbecue. It's gonna be a lot more like a party 


and less like a Rock Concert, plus the beer's 
cheaper. If the show goes really well, we might 
do some smaller shows there. Kinda mini- 


barbecues, with four bands or so and low prices 
and maybe dumb themes or door prizes. Hey, maybe 
even Hepster Bingo! Maybe not. 

Well, those are the new ideas. |! guess 
should write some more about Deja Voodoo, seeing 
as this Is the Deja Voodoo Train. 


Deja Voodoo is fine. We're playing all 
across Canada this fall, going back to Europe 
for tons more’ shows this winter, doing the 
barbecues, sending this Train to a lot of new 
subscribers (remember, out there, you can get 
the Train mailed to you for free -- just send us 
your address), eating lotsa food...all the regu- 
lar Deja Voodoo stuff.
